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Montessori school nixed 


The “hot item” on the City Council agenda 
Tuesday evening was whether or not the council 
would go along with the Planning Commission in 
granting a Conditional Use Permit to Victoria 
Randall for a Montessori School at 212 N, Lima, 

The council voted against the Planning Com¬ 
mission, sustained the appeal of the neighbors. 

Miles Tolbert, chairman of the Sierra Madre 
Church of Christ, urged the council to agree with 
the Planning Commission and grant the school 
at the church location. 

However, Bill and Judy Rice, Robert Gardener, 
Lori and Shirley Denton urged the council not to be 
“frightened at being anti-church or anti-school. This 
is a business.” 

Gardner said it was “the noisiest neighborhood 
now” and Lori Denton was concerned the children 
would scale the wall and get into their swimming 
pool. 

Victoria Randall lost and will need to find 
another place for her school of 12 children ages 4 
to 8 years. 

Alt the public hearings received thumbs up. 
Ordinances Nos. 1063, 1064 and 1065 passed. These 
deal in a historical overlay zone for South Baldwin 
Ave., five historical overlay areas and reclassification 
of specific parcels, respectively, \lore information 
will appear in next week’s News. 


Undergrounding of utilities also passed, 
with the areas to be Sierra Madre Blvd., from 100 
West to Baldwin Ave., Baldwin Ave. from Sierra 
Madre Blvd. to Mariposa Ave., including the Mari¬ 
posa parking lots. 

Also passing was the Recycling Fee schedule 
which allows $1.50 per month by residents for all 
refuse accounts. 

The city is mandated to divert through ser¬ 
vice reduction recycling and composting 25 percent 
of its solid waste from landfills by 1995. 

This will expedite that plan, according to the 
councilmembers. 

The Police Department will purchase a l.eads 
Software System for $26,000. The Public Works and 
Engineering Department will also have two new 
computers, color monitors and laser printers. The 
city will switch to Word Perfect. The Fire Depart¬ 
ment is additionally requesting a computer for 
certain reports and this is delayed to the 1991 budget 
year. 

A tree truck for the Public Works Department 
is being sought and a bay station component for 
the Fire Department Communication system is to be 
purchased for $4436. 

The council asked for a listing of corner 
clearances from the Police Depaitment for the next 
meeting of Apr. 10.

Census assistance available 


If you haven’t completed your census form or, 
worse yet, haven’t received it, watch out. A census 
taker is gonna be out to getcha! 

You can still avoid the Awful Encounter if it 
is only a matter of completion. The Sierra Madre 
Census Committee members are still available this 
Saturday, Mar. 31, and Apr. 1 at City Hall from 
9 a.m. to 11 a.m. to give you any assistance you 
might need. 

Otherwise the census taker will be knocking on 
your door and, if you don’t cooperate, will even 
try to get the information on you from your 
neighbors. They’re a determined lot. 

There are going to be almost a half-million 
census tabulators, about half of whom will be the 
door knockers — the largest mobilization of workers 
except in wartime. 

Some have already been out looking for home¬ 
less people. Others are searching for illegal aliens 
(who also get counted), covering neighborhoods 
where male heads of households often hide for fear 
of losing welfare benefits — even being flown by bush 
pilot to remote villages in Alaska and roaming 
through vast and lonely reservations in search of 
isloated Indian hogans. 


Translators fluent in about 30 different lan¬ 
guages are standing ready to provide assistance. 

If you think some of the questions are pretty 
nosy (for example: do you have complete plumbing 
facilities), consider some of the questions asked in 
1880. If a child in a household or institution was an 
orphan, the census taker asked if the origin of the 
child was respectable and whether or not it was an 
idiot. 

If a suicide had occurred, it had to be listed as 
“hanging, cutting or throat, poisoning by opium, 
arsenic, etc.” They even asked asylums how inmates 
were restrained, “straight jacket, ball and 
chain, etc.” 

The Census Bureau has budgeted about $1.3 
billion for 1990 and another $1.3 billion over the 
next 10 years for compiling and making available 
the data, which will include some 5000 miles of micro¬ 
film just to record the forms. 

The postage bill alone will be around $70 mil¬ 
lion. The bureau expects to contact 250 million peo¬ 
ple and 106 million households. 

The 1980 census missed about three million 
people (which is comparable to losing Connecticut)

No water 
for 3 months

A copy of this letter 
was sent to The News 
from the original that 
was sent to Jim McRea 
and Oliver Dablo.

Approximately two 
months ago (in January), 
while installing a fire 
hydrant in front of 
my rental property, a 
city sub-contracted work 
crew broke the water 
main leading onto the 
property, thus leaving 
my tenants without 
any water service. 
To remedy an obviously 
bad situation, the 
crew manager installed 
a garden hose to the 
house’s outside spigot 
and attached the hose to 
a turned on water spigot 
located next door (not 
my property). The man¬ 
ager told my tenants that 
this water would be “free” 
and available until the 
broken water main was 
fixed. 

Living with this jerry- 
rigged set-up over the 
next month and a half, 
the tenants called the city 
office every few days ask¬ 
ing for information as

1 was 
told that the work 
crew had been sub¬ 
contracted out by the 
city, therefore was not 
his responsibility, but 
that four of the crew 
members had recently 
been fired due to shoddy 
workmanship (obviously). 
Mr. Dablo told me that 
he was unaware of the 
problem at 48 W. 
Mira Monte, but that he 
would look into the 
situation directly. 
1 will commend Mr. 
Dablo for going out to 
the property that day, 
but since that date no 
action has been ta-

work in tne early 1960s, she was in the midst - 
of a revolutionary time for women writers. 
Strong, innovative women writers were coming 
forth. Drabble describes that time: “Women 
were writing in a language that hadn’t 
been written before, and certainly not by wo¬ 
men.” 

Then, in the late ’70s,” Drabble noted, 
“a backlash to thiw women’s movement began 
by younger male writers. “They began to write 
novels that attacked the women’s novels. 
Their novels had a deliberate punch, stressing 
punk street-wise writing and male aggression. 

Now, however, the author sees an awaken¬ 
ing of the paternal in the contemporary male 
novel. “They have gone through the stages of • 
angry young men and through the young fa¬ 
ther into an awareness and anxiety, in this nu¬ 
clear age, for the future of their children. 

In a question and answer period following 
the lecture, one women in the audience com¬ 
mented that in Drabble’s novels there is a theme 
of the difficulty in communication between the 
sexes. Margaret Drabble responded with em¬ 
phasis, “1 have a lot of hope in that area, 

1 can’t say the same about acid rain, but in the 
area of communication between male and fe¬ 
male, and in the opportunities now to ful¬ 
fill ourselves. I’ve seen much progress. In these 
decades, compared to our parents time, 1 see 
much cause for hope.” _

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Candidates sing same songs 


There were really no big surprises at the City 
Council Candidates’ night last Thursday. The forum 
was sponsored by the Homeowners/Residents Asso¬ 
ciation and was held at the Senior Citizen Center. 

Dorothy Larson of the League of Women Voters 
was moderator. 

BUI Tice said, “1 stand before you for you 
to stand behind me.” He would like “mansion- 
ization” to stop — small homes replaced by huge 
tomes on small lots. 

Gary Adams said he believes Sierra Madre is 
‘one of the most beautiful places to live,” and 
stated that he also believes the issue is “preserva- 
ion and the future of this community.” 

He said that Sierra Madre will ‘‘be taxed to the 
limit (in the next four years). Its smallness is an 
asset we’ll try to protect . . . but because of its 
smallness, we’ll have to face the need for property 
taxes.” 

He stated, ‘‘We can’t deny property owners of 
their property rights. They’re talking about slopes, 
topography, creating alot of open space with a mini¬ 
mum of cuts and fills. 1 don’t think we should 
be creating thoroughfares. 1 don’t think we should 
take out trees.” 

He feels the concept of volunteers should be 
saved and added, “Many feel administrative codes 
have not been enforced,” he said. 

MaryAnn MacQilllvray said she was interested 
in the operating infrastructure and “more interested 
recently because of the issues and systems not in 
place in our administration.” 

She described “FDA” as “focus, direction, 
action,” which, she belives, is what needs to happen 
for implementation in Sierra Madre. 

“The City Council is essentially the FDA in our 
epvironment ... In long-range planning we need 
{p take a look at the city. That applies not just to 
(he city administration but also the council,” Mac- 
billivray said. 

; She reiterated that the city needs “communica¬ 
tion and streamlining.” 

*• Aksel Pedersen listed some of the factors 
^e incoming City Council will need to make deci- 
l 


sions on in the coming months: “The Hillside Or¬ 
dinance has been delayed ... The Tree Or¬ 
dinance is back to the committee; Orange Grove 
doesn’t need to be widened nor trees torn down; 
we don’t need to recoup all the fees not assessed 
(earlier).” 

“He believes a study on the sewers, streets ana 
maintenance is needed and that a business plan for 
the next three to five years is necessary for the city. 

Clem Bartolal, the only incumbent, described 
voters as “stockholdlers in a corporation called 
Sierra Madre.” 

He said, “You become a stockholder when you 
move to Sierra Madre. Stocks are included when 
you buy property — you now have a vested interest. 
Who’s the biggest stockholder? The registered voter, 
the one with the most clout in the corporation. The 
stockholder elects the board of directors of the cor¬ 
poration (City Council). ’ ’ 

Bartolai continued, “Alot of people abdicate 
responsibility. Their stock is zero ... The City 
Council members are trustees of the funds and direct 
all operations. Each one holds a 20 percent vote 
(there are five City Councilpersons). It’s ari awesome 
responsibility to be a trustee with a $6 million bud¬ 
get.” 

He concluded, “1 pledge to take my res¬ 
ponsibility seriously. 1 have integrity and I’ll be 
accessible to the community.” 

Larry Peal feels the current status “just needs 
some fine tuning ... I really support the City 
Council with us right now. They are doing a fine 
job. The problem is that some of the programs 
are not fine-tuned.” 

He thinks the “Hillside situation could have 
been solved at the first meeting had the Planning 
Commission and the City Council got together 
sooner.” He believes the people of Sierra Madre

should be encouraged to “get involved with the 
downtown.” 

Limit size of house 

He likes “limiting the size of houses on a lot, 
expanding the Handyman Program.” He stated, 
“We don’t need a whole lot of new ordinances . . . 
the City Council must unify its efforts and be more 
productive . . . There’s a missing link between the 
city administration, the Planning Commission and 
the City Council. I want to hear from the people.” 

Richard Freeman, the seventh candidate for the 
three seats open on the City Council, was not pre¬ 
sent for the forum. 

When asked if user fees should be used to bal¬ 
ance the budget, incumbent City Councilman Clem 
Bartolai said, “The city of Sierra Madre is the muni¬ 
cipal equivalent of a slum landlord. We ve been liv¬ 
ing off the depreciation of cash flow while our pro¬ 
perty goes downhill.”

Adams reminded the group, “In the spirit of 
Proposition 13, cities can’t levy fees they don’t 
provide and not for more than it costs for those ser¬ 
vices.” 

Tice offered, “Roads are not being taken care of. 

I don’t know which fee that is.” 

Bartolai said, “Part of it is gas tax.” 

When is $150,000 going? 

Pedersen answered, “Fees are necessary. Where 
we run into a problem is making up depreciation 
of some of our services. We have $150,000 going 
somewhere. Concerning the bond, there are two 
sources, water and CRA. Fees are necessary but do 
we have to jump 1000 percent to take care of depre¬ 
ciation. 

MacGillivray answered, “When you say 1000 
percent, it sounds huge, but the actual amount is

and the 1990 census takers are resolve to cut that 
down. 

The data from the 1990 census forms, when it 
becomes available in 1991, will be able to tell you 
such fascinating tidbits as how many people in Sierra 
Madre did (or didn’t) graduate from college and how 
many households in your own neighborhood do (or 
do not) have flush toilets, hot and cold running 
water, a shower, sink, refrigerator and/or stove (a 
good way to locate illegal rentals). 

If you want all the information from the 1990 
census, it will also be available, for about $100,(X)0. 

The information on your own individual form, 
however, will be held confidential until the year 
2062. Not even the IRS or the FBI can have access 
to it. 

The members of the Sierra Madre Census Com¬ 
mittee are also sworn to secrecy. 

So, if you want to avoid a dedicated and deter¬ 
mined census taker coming to your door — or, hea¬ 
ven forbid, your neighbor’s door — hie yourself 
down to City Hall this Saturday or the next and let 
one of the kind, considerate and concerned Census 
Committee members give you assistance. 

Committee members include Councilman Clem 
Bartolai, chairman of the committee; Joan Crow, 
Councilwoman Lisa Fowler, Rex Smith and Ana 
Uyemura, with City Administrator Jim McRea and 
Planning Associate Sallyanne Mallen acting as review 
liaisons.

cussed a name for the 
newly-formed group. 
“Flip a coin. It could 
be the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Main Street or the 
Main Street Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce . . . 
The key thing to be re¬ 
solved is money. The 
chamber has a dues 
structure. At the present 
it is inadequate to 
fund a new organization. 
The Main Street funding 
program will probably 
run out. Perhaps we need 
one whole meeting 
concerning the forma¬ 
tion of an assessment 
district of some kind 
(for funding) . . . We 
may need to turn to a 
professional PR (public 
relations firm) to help 
sell the concept. They 
may even help with the 
design.” 

Ron Hutson, project 
manager of Main 
Street and executive 
director of the cham¬ 
ber, explained changes 
in the rules of a BID 
(Business Improve¬ 
ment District); It must 


be implemented through 
the council and if 50 per¬ 
cent of the people who 
are subject to providing 
50 of the assessment, 
in writing, oppose, then 
the council can go no 
further and must wait 
one year before bringing 
up a BID again. 

“The formula and 
expenditures are re¬ 
ceivable every year. The 
negative part of the 
BID is that it can be ini¬ 
tiated and in the follow¬ 
ing year 50 percent of 
the people to fulfill the 
legal requirements can 
oppose. It is then struck 
out,” Hutson told 
the group. 

Hutson said, “We’re 
at a point to involve pro¬ 
perty owners. We should 
schedule forums in 
which the business com¬ 
munity and the pro¬ 
perty owners have an 
opportunity to deal with 
these issues. We should 
discuss unification.” 

He named future 
operating procedures 
as the following: Under¬ 


stand support or be 
neutral on unifica¬ 
tion; became an active 
part of a hearing of 
the marketing niche 
report, economic revital¬ 
ization and what they 
imply are our short¬ 
comings; and an ex¬ 
pression of views con¬ 
cerning funding that will 
deal with all three points. 

The group decided to 
create “brief, effective, 
audio-visual presenta¬ 
tions that should be suc¬ 


cinct enough for any 
board member to pre¬ 
sent.” 

May said, “When we 
are ready to present 
the ERA report to the 
community, we will invite 
folks to continental 
breakfasts or to late 
afternoon coffees 
then work in team so 
one can support the 
other.” 

The group decided 
that by mid-April some¬ 
thing should be ready so 


that presentations 
could be made by June. 

The board will include 
a president, a president¬ 
elect, eight council vice 
presidents and a secre¬ 
tary/treasurer. 

Until the group is able 
to become one, the boards 
will meet separately 
and then together. 
Webb-Martin sug¬

price which would be a direct cost to them. 

Currently, Sierra Madre’s Emergency Medical 
Service costs Sierra Madre’s taxpayers nothing. It is 
provided as a contribution to the community, as 
part of the service program of the Volunteer Fire 
Department — the only all-volunteer fire department 
in the County of Los Angeles. 

Expenses are met entirely through donations 
and support throughout the community. 

Anita Shaffer, an emergency room nurse at 
Huntington Hospital whose letter brought the ques¬ 
tion before the council, stated, “The present 
Pre-Hospital Care System that exists in Sierra 
Madre is antiquated and does not meet the needs 
of Sierra Madre citizens, nor does it meet the cur¬ 
rent medical standards in the Los Angeles com¬ 
munity.” 

She recommends that the emergency service be 
increased to the paramedic level. 

Shaffer spoke at Monday evening’s meeting, 
reviewing the same information. 

Dr. Larry Newton, a Huntington Memorial 
Hospital Emergency physician, said Monday, “Para¬ 
medic level care is essential. Without definitive care 
people will die . . . The /EMTs give first aid and 
transport. Paramedics can put a tube into the lungs, 
give drugs through IVs.” 

Shaffer said, “Paramedics have a higher level 
of assessment drills. EMTs can assess and do not 
have as high a level as paramedics.” 

Firefighter Bob Spears came up with a ques¬ 
tion that Shaffer later said excited her. Spears ask¬ 
ed why volunteers couldn’t be trained as paramedics. 
“We would like to do more. We are willing to do 
more if we would be allowed.” 

Newton, however, noted that this would take 
“rule changes at an upper (governmental) level.” 

Shaffer said she knew nothing in Title 22 
(concerning EMTs and paramedics) that would not 
allow for volunteer paramedics and termed it “a 
good option.” 

Jacob Fakoury, M.D., who is an emergency room 
physician and supervising physician liaison for the 
Queen of Angels/Hollywood Presbyterian paramedic 
program and a resident of Sierra Madre, was asked 
his opinion, at an earlier date, on the difference 
between the emergency service which could be pro¬ 
vided by paramedics versus EMTs. 

“Before we added the two automatic heart 
defibrillators the difference was greater. That was a 
tremendous step forward,” he stated. 

“Now the difference is mainly one of greater 
training required for paramedics and the ability 
to give medication which EMTs cannot. 

“Since Sierra Madre is a small city, within 10 
minutes of a major hospital emergency facility, 
such questions as how often an intravenous, which 
takes five to seven minutes to start and could be done 
by paramedics during transport, might make a vital 
difference if delayed three more minutes, become 
factors which the community will have to look at 
in deciding whether or not it is worth the cost. 

“There is no doubt that having paramedics 
is the best system, but is it worth the necessary 

sacrifice? . . • ■ i :t 

“Both as a resident and a physician, I find it 

difficult to make a decision.” 

The Fire Department’s records show that aver¬ 
age transport time from the scene to the emergency 
room is six to seven minutes, which is considerably 
less than Fakoury’s estimate, although on occasion 
heavy mall or race track traffic provides a negative 

factor. , . . ^ 

The Fire Department report explored various 

alternatives for providing paramedic service, elimin¬ 
ating contracts with Arcadia or Pasadena as viable 

options. . „ , 

Contracts with private ambulance service for 

the first year was estimated at a cost of around 
$3()0,(X)0 and over $1.65 million for the first five 

The cost of having the Fire Department itself 
provide the service was estimated as higher for the 
start-up year, but less expensive in succeeding years. 

Funding alternatives were also explored in the 
report, ranging from subscription fees water m^eiw 
assessments and transportation fees of up to $3UU 


per transport, to a tax increase or other form of 
public indebtedness, which appeared to be the only 
method of assuring sufficient funding for the service. 

Additional considerations brought forth in the 
report included the fact that contracting for outside 
paramedic service would take the Fire Dept, out of 
the EMS program, with the “risk” of a decline in 
volunteers due to lack of interest and activity, 
leading to the eventual need for full-time paid fire 
department on top of the paramedic program. 

It also pointed out that community support 
through donations to the EMS program would cease 
to exist. The $27,0(X) raised a year ago for two auto¬ 
matic heart defibrillators was pointed out as an 
example of this support. 

Both of the program’s ambulances were also 
provided through contributions, the first at a cost of 
$16,000 in 1976 and the second in 1984 at a cost of 
$32,000. 

The question of how it might also affect 
contributions for support of the Fire Dept, itself 
was not addressed in the report. 

Fire Chief Ed Tracy stated that the depart¬ 
ment is providing the highest level of EMS care, 
EMT 1-D which can be obtained as a volunteer 
service. Should the city decide to increase this to a 
funded paramedic level, the department would sup¬ 
port the decision. 

Should this be the decision, the depart¬ 
ment feels the community would be best served if 
the service were established as part of the Fire Dept, 
program, rather than by outside contract, with the 
paramedics chosen for training from within the 
ranks of the department. 

In addition to a savings in estimated cost, 
they pointed to the background of knowledge and 
expertise possessed by their members, citing the ex¬ 
perience gained by 500 Rescue/EMS responses dur¬ 
ing the 1988 calendar year alone, plus more than 
5000 man hours of training and study sessions during 
the past year with equipment and methods currently 
utilized by the department.

Recycling plan 
as good as possible 
As a member of the 
Committee for Curbside 
Recycling 1 feel that we 
have as good a program 
as possible at this time. 
There has been a six- 
month pilot program dur¬ 
ing which the city picked 
up the $1.50 fee per 
household. When the 
program goes city-wide, 
,this charge will be 
(added to each house- 
’ hold’s water bill. This 
covers the considerable 
cost of start-up and 
(Collecting. Western Waste 
jhas supplied figures to 
back the cost. The mo- 
.ney from the resale of 
the recyclables is to be 
split 50/50 with Western 
W'aste making a profit 


and the city’s share 
being returned to each 
household as a deduc¬ 
tion on their water bill 
at the end of the year. 
Western Waste has 


agreed to take all plastic 
bottles and tin cans 
which now are not profit¬ 
able but removing them 
from the waste streams 
is very good for the en¬ 
vironment. The profit 
from the newspapers 
is down because the 
supply outstrips the cap¬ 
acity of the current proc¬ 
essing plants. Aluminum 
cans are the most prof¬ 
itable but are only a small 
percentage of the items 
put out. 

As the director of 
SMEAC’s Recycling 
Center 1 can say we 
will continue to operate 
as long as we have 
people bringing in recyc¬ 
lables such as news¬ 
papers, alumunium, 
glass, and plastic P.E.T.’s. 
The profit benefits our 
local youth and 
civic groups but you 
must realize we have 
this considerable profit 
because all the labor is 
volunteer. We do have a 
lot of people in the var¬ 
ious groups who do 
volunteer so we hope 
to continue. 

At the present time, 
we are working on the 
corrugated cardboard 
problem with Western 
Waste but we have not 
solved it yet. 

SMEAC has always 
promoted all kinds 
of recycling as an en¬ 
vironmental necessity. 
We hope that recycling 
■green waste will be the 
next program.

‘I’d like to say 
thanks, but...’ 

The County of Los 
Angeles started the re¬ 
paving of Grandview 
Avenue between Bald¬ 
win Ave. and Michillinda 
on Monday, Apr. 3, 
1989 and decided that 
my existing sidewalks 
and curbs had to be 
raised about 4-5 inches. 
The first thing, of 
course, was to tear out 
the sidewalks and 
curbs. 1 live directly 
across the street from 
the Jameson Court 
Development and at 
the same time they also 
had the curbs and ad¬ 
jacent area involved in 
construction. This 
created a situation that 
made any form of foot 
traffic impossible. 

Prior to the removal 
of my sidewalks 1 
had a meeting with the 
Director of Public Works 
for the city of Sierra 
Madre, the secretary of 
the director, the foreman 
of the construction 
company, the county 
inspector on the job and 


the head of the Sierra 
Madre Water Depart¬ 
ment. 1 was assured 
that any part of my 
property that was . re¬ 
moved would be replaced 
and would be the res¬ 
ponsibility of the city of 
Sierra Madre as the 
county had not contracted 
to replace these items. 
With this assurance, 

1 reluctantly let the 
work proceed (not know¬ 
ing the real consequences 
of this decision.) 

The work took ap¬ 
proximately six weeks to 
complete, but that was 
the county’s portion 
only. Now 1 was left with 
the monumental task of 
getting the city to 
replace my sidewalks,.- 
After six months of 
calling and going down 
to city hall, I was 
told that the money 
had finally been ap¬ 
propriated for this pro¬ 
ject. About three months 
later, the City Council 
finally gave approval 
for the replacement 
of the sidew alks on Grand¬ 
view. One month later 
they poured the side¬ 
walks. 

This left me with new 
sidewalks with a 
6 inch drop at both 
ends where my neigh¬ 
bors don’t have side¬ 
walks. These conditions 
were bad before but 
now this left a hazard¬ 
ous situation that could 
cause anyone walking 
down the street to 
trip and land on the 
concrete instead of 
the dirt that was there. 

1 couldn’t tell 
you the number of 
people that I’ve seen 
stumbling as they walk in 
front of my house. 

The Sierra Madre 
Public Works Depart^ 
ment filled the area 
around my sidewalks with 
dirt on Tuesday, Mar. 
13, 1990. My home 

is back to where it was 
344 days ago. The only 
thing that hasn’t been 
done was to replace the 
survey markers they re¬ 
moved. They tell 
me that these weren’t 
important, but some¬ 
body paid for them 
originally and now they’re 
gone. 

1 should be' thank¬ 
ful that this night¬ 
mare IS over, but I’m" 
not. The one conclu¬ 
sion that can be drawn 
from all this is that we 
have an election coming 
up and I’m looking 
for any candidate that 
is promsing to “get things 
done,’’ because presently 
this is a situation that 
does not exist in 
Sierra Madre.

Greetings from 
‘Rev’ Kelly 

Sierra Madre has been 
home to some very “non- 
traditional’’ groups of 
people over the years. 
Now there’s another one 
attempting to elbow their 
way in. Although this 
community has made 
known, in no uncertain 
terms, that the Old City 
Hall is not an appro¬ 
priate location for the 
Healing Light Center 
Church, they persist in 
their attempt to move in 
anyway. 

In an effort to find out 
exactly what the Healing 
Light Center Church is, 

1 have gone through an 
exercise in the absurd. 
Their “Schedule - Spring 
1990’’ says, “Students 
in certain classes must 
become ordained Uni¬ 
versal Church ministers.’’ 

1 called Universal Life 
Church in Modesto to 
inquire as to how one 
would be ordained. It is 
ludicrously simple (and 
insulting to those who 
study for years in sem¬ 
inaries to become minis¬ 
ters, priests, rabbis, etc.). 
Just mail the request 
and they will send a wallet 
size card and certificate 
suitable for framing — 
and voila! 1 will be an 
ordained minister — free 
of charge (donations 
gratefully accepted). 

I sent in my request 
for the cost of a 25 cent 
stamp, and today I re¬ 
ceived my wallet size 
card (they forgot to put 
my name on it, so any¬ 
one could put their name 
in the blanks) and the 
certificate stating 1 am 
an ordained minister, 
along with a booklet 
named “A Textbook 
^out Universal Life 
Church.” Now, even 
though I am not even 
remotely qualified, I am 
an ordained minister. 
The back of the card 
says, “This certificate 
of ordination is granted 
for life, and the holder 
hereof is entitled to per¬ 
form all ministerial ser¬ 
vices, such as: baptis- 
mals, marriages, funer¬ 
als and to conduct 
church meetings. The 
holder is entitled to all 
the privileges and 
considerations usually 


granted a minister.” 

The textbook refers 
to Universal Life Church 
several times as the 
‘‘Mother Church” and 
their back cover shows 
in big block letters that 
they promote freedom, 
food and sexuality. It 
also defines a church, 
how to become a min¬ 
ister, how to obtain a 
Congregation Certi¬ 
ficate (cost $35 minimum 
offering), how to operate 
a congregation, etc. Ap¬ 
parently, the Healing 
Light Center Church is 
such a congregation. 

Also for a $100 dona¬ 
tion, they will, “Grant an 
individual a Ph.D. in 
Religion — this degree is 
accredited by the 
International Accrediting 
Association!” Their 
Soul Clinic License 
(minumum offering of 
$100) “does qualify you 
as a psychological coun¬ 
selor” and for a $5 dona¬ 
tion, you may bestow 
“Sainthood” within 
this church upon a be¬ 
loved person. So much 
for their so-called 
professionalism. The 
book is 32 pages of 
instructions / informa¬ 
tion and 1 will leave a 
copy with The News. 

A flyer (for one of 
their books) in the pack¬ 
age sent to me has 
the following quotation: 
“You are God. And as 
the true and only God, 
you are entitled to a 
better life than we have 
had for thousands of 
years. Being Gods we 
have the right to change 
this world and get rid 
of the spiritual and ma¬ 
terial powers governing 
our lives today. This is 
a message of a true and 
all-embi|kcing revolution.” 
Doesn’t that raise your 
eyebrows a little? 

Even though the Heal¬ 
ing Light Center appears 
to be legally a 
church under IRS defini¬ 
tions, I find this whole 
process of mail-order 
ministers and degrees 
disgusting and fraud¬ 
ulent!

Refuse fees begin in April 


A 15 percent increase in refuse pick-up fees, 
starting in April, was passed by Sierra Madre City 
Council Tuesday evening. 

The increase is actually a fee for a new service — 
citywide recycling — which has been recommended 
by the Recycling Committee after close to four months 
of conducting a pilot program covering 933 homes 
in Sierra Madre. 

Nan Carlton, a member of the committee, 
said that members hated to recommend another 
fee on the heels of increases for close to 100 city 
services, including water (over 13 percent initially) 
and sewer (1000 percent initially), but had no choice 
since the state has mandated recycling programs and 
prices for recyclable material have dropped dras¬ 
tically. 

Costs more to recycle 

“It now costs more to recycle paper than it 
does to cut down a tree and make new paper,” she 
said. 

Three dollars will be added to each bi-monthly 
billing, which is currently $19.66. 

Bright orange containers will be furnished to 
each dwelling unit (up to four units), measuring 12 
ihches in depth, 14 inches in width and 18 inches 
in length, which will be used for glass, aluminum, 
all plastics and tin cans. Each unit will be charged 
the $3 per billing. 

Citizens can opt not to recycle, but the S3 fee 
will be charged regardless of whether the containers 
are used or not. 

Funds earned from recycled materials will be 
split 50/50 between Western Waste Industries (the 
refuse company with which Sierra Madre has a 
contract for refuse collection) and the city. 

The city’s funds will be placed in a special 
account and once a year a credit will be given to all 
residents participating in the program. 

Laurie Cooper — ‘guiding light’ 

Laurie Cooper, member of the Recycling Com¬ 
mittee and “guiding light” on recommending and 
organizing of the entire recycling program, said the 
committee is recommending that the program and 
fees should be reviewed by the council at the end of a 
year to assure that the city is getting its fair share 
and residents a fair rebate on their fees. 

She noted that Western Waste’s start-up costs 
have been included in the fee and its costs should 
have dropped considerably at the end of the 12-month 
period. 

“A lot of people are asking why we have to do 
this,” she said. “We want to use Scholl Canyon 
(the closest dump site, located in Glendale) and un¬ 
less we have citywide recycling we can’t use it. We 
are also under state mandate to establish recycling,” 
she said. 

Citizens are encouraged to continue to support 
and utilize the SMEAC Recycling Center at Sierra 
Vista Park or other recycling programs of various 
local organizations and/or authorized buy-back cen¬ 
ters. 

City Administrator Jim McRea noted that the

porting materials to such centers. 

SMEAC Center not adversely affected 

Cooper said that the SMEAC Center was not 
adversely affected during the pilot program. 

“A lot of people want to back organizations 
which they can support by using the center. We 
see the center as an alternate choice, not a 
competitor,” she said. 

In the curbside pick-up program newspaper 
must be packaged separately in paper bags, without 
string, and placed adjacent to or under the con¬ 
tainers. Overflow glass, aluminum, etc., must be 
placed in additional containers such as cardboard 
boxes and placed adjacent to the orange containers. 
No extra fee will be charged for excess materials. 

Records for two months out of the four-month 
pilot program show participation increasing from 
41.6 percent to 48.8 percent and materials col¬ 
lected increasing as follows: newspapers, from 4670 
to 5500 lbs.; glass, from 1850 to 1250 lbs.; alum¬ 
inum fro 40 to 85 lbs. during the period from 
Dec. 4 through Jan. 22. Plastics dropped from 80 
to 65 lbs. during the period, but, like the other 
materials, varied from week to week, with some 
weeks much lower than others. Tin cans, which will 
be picked up during the proposed city wide program, 
were not included in the pilot program. 

“We believe our pilot program actually showed 
70 percent participation on at least a once-a- 
month basis,” Cooper said. “Some people say they 
only put their containers out once every two 
weeks, or once a month, because that’s all they have.” 

Participation by apartment houses and 
condos with more than four units will not be in¬ 
cluded in the initial program, except on a volun¬ 
tary basis.Those who opt to participate will pay the 
S3 fee for each container to be decided on an indi¬ 
vidual basis according to pick-up routes and number 
wishing to participate. 

Multi-unit collection different 

“Collection from multi-units is a very different 
operation from single residence pick-up,” Cooper 
said. “The committee’s recommendation is to get this 
first single residence pick-up program going and then 
multi-unit and commercial pick-up will be added 
as Phase Two. 

“Phase Three will be pick-up of green waste 
for composting, which will be necessary to meet the 
state mandate of 25 percent reduction by 1995 and 
50 percent by the year 2000. 

“Hopefully we can apply for a state grant in 
time to help with this part of the program,” she 
said. 

Some 3700 single family dwellings will be in¬ 
cluded in the initial program, according to McRea. 
Of the 1600 multi-units, the majority are four or 
less units which will also be ioncluded. The remaind¬ 
er of the multi-units and the 150 commercial units 
in the downtown area will be part of Phase Two, 
he said.

Adams noted that having been on the City 
Council he realizes the time and commitment it 
takes. * 

Bartolai agreed that it was a tremendous 


time commitment. You never know how much until 
you’re serving.” 

When a question of an audit of the city books 
was posed, Bartolai noted that both the city budget 
and the CRA budget were audited yearly.

The few surprises came when Tice said, “It 
would displease me greatly it we had a gun shop. 
We need an ordinance to keep them out. Then, he 
went on, “I’d like to see water fountains and fish 
ponds, cobblestones and bricks.” 

Tice also said he was interested in outlawing 
“gang gardening” and Peal noted, “I’d really like 
(outlawing gasoline hand blowers). Get a rake in 
hand.”
